Handsome, charming, and opportunistic Milton 
S. Littlefield is singled out for study as a rep- 
resentative of the carpetbaggers who plagued 
the South in the days of Reconstruction. His 
career is presented by a North Carolina jour- 
nalist who, after thorough research, takes a 
fresh look at the man whom North Carolin- 
ians in particular have felt justified in re- 
garding as an archvillain because of his 
shady dealings in their state. Daniels traces 
Littlefield’s career as Midwest schoolteacher, 
supporter of Lincoln, military protégé of Lin- 
coln, and army officer in the Union Army and 
points out that Littlefield’s scandalous opera- 
tions during Reconstruction were supported 
by local citizens who were equally culpable. 
Wit and appreciation of personal detail add to 
the interest of this smoothly related segment 
of American history.

This simply and strongly written first-person 
account of Willie Mae Cartwright’s childhood 
in Georgia and her experiences as a servant 
in several Southern towns and cities is, ac- 
cording to the author’s statement, “true in a 
faithful sense of the word; most of it is true 
of a real person who told me about it her- 
self; much of it could be true of almost any 
Southern Negro.” No strains of self-pity or 
dramatization weaken a narrative, written in 
the vernacular, that indelibly portrays the 
courage, dignity, and perception of a con- 
temporary individual and of a way of life 
— in by external pressures and prej- 
udice.

Ekert-Rotholz, Alice. The time of the 
dragons.

Taking place in China, Japan, Siam, and Nor- 
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way this prolonged, intricately plotted novel 
centers on a Norwegian diplomat, Knut 
Wergeland, who has spent most of his adult 
life in the Far East. The devious political ac- 
tivities of Wergeland’s three daughters—each 
having a different mother and a different na- 
tionality —and of the men with whom they 
become involved personalize the tensions and 
intrigues that inflamed the East during the 
1925-1955 era. The constant exits and en- 
trances of the numerous characters and the 
frequent patches of overblown prose are mi- 
nor rather than fatal flaws in an enjoyable 
compound of romance, espionage, suspense, 
and melodrama.

Ten years after World War II, the narrator 
Tyler Williams re-examines his experiences 
aboard the Ajax, a U.S. destroyer. One tragic 
episode in particular haunts the former med- 
ical corpsman and he tries to understand the 
tragedy, his part in it, and the other men in- 
volved, especially his chief, Alexander Bul- 
litt. The latter, arrogant, compulsively effi- 
cient, and sarcastic, is hated by most of the 
crew, but the inexperienced Williams, dislik- 
ing but respecting Bullitt, refuses to join a 
plot to get the chief transferred. Bullitt, who 
turns out to be an alcoholic, fails miserably 
in an emergency, and this indirectly leads to 
a later catastrophe and to Bullitt’s on de- 
struction. Realistic, but at the same time 
beautifully written; will appeal most to men 
readers with a reflective turn of mind.

Out of research and imagination the author 
of The last of the wine (Booxk.ist 53:149, N 
15 56) structures another tangible re-creation 
of remote times. Retold by its hero, the legend 
of Theseus becomes a logical sequence of ad- 
ventures that befell a slight, wiry, quick- 
witted youth impelled to prove his manhood 
in a semibarbaric society that put a premium 
on size and brawn. Although, at seventeen, 
he was already a king and a seasoned war- 
rior, Theseus obeyed his patron god’s prompt- 
ing and voluntarily joined a company of 
young people conscripted for the bull-dances 
in Crete, became a renowned bull-leaper, and 
took advantage of an earthquake to over- 
throw the Cretan kingdom. As intrinsic parts 
of the setting promiscuity and homosexuality 
do not detract from the excellence of the 
work.
